*,* Of the Manuscripts of Fordun’s Chronicle, Dr. Wm. Skene, in his 
“Historians of Scotland,” notices twenty-one, which he had con- 
sulted ; that used for his translation, and which he considered the 
most authentic, being the Brunswick Codex in the Wolfenbiittel 
Library. He did not hear of this particular recension until his book 
was in the press, but he then perused it carefully, and declared it 
to be an “‘ exact counterpart of the Wolfenbiittel MS. but containing 
a little more matter.” [See his article on this MS. in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland, vol. X, part 1, 
1874.] Its value therefore is enhanced by the fact of its being a 
duplicate of the Wolfenbiittel Codex from which Dr. Skene took 
his text, and more readily accessible to English scholars. There are 
several old Scotch autographs in the fly-leaves, viz. Henry Sinclair, 
Bishop of Ross (ob. 1565), Sir Wm. Sinclair of Rosslyn, Sir Wm. 
Cunynghame of Caprington (an ancestor of the present owner), 
Robert Elphinston, Alex. Thomesone, 1535 ; and at the end is a 
“Genealogia Reguin Scotorum a Noe usque ad Gathelos”; and an inscrip- 
tion from the tomb of the Earl of Dunbar and March, dated 1416.

Consti- 
tutum est.” The volumes contain in the Old Testament the Books 
to Esther only, including the Apocrypha, the remaining Books 
having probably never been written by this scribe.

Then 
comes a Martyrology ; and on the reverse of folio 69 commences 
“ Historia miraculose fundacionis Monasterii Sanctee Crucis prope Edin- 
burgh per Davidum Scotorum Regem .. filium Malcom Camoys funda- 
tum,” &c. This finishes on the recto of folio 72 with ‘* Nomina 
Abbatum Monasterti Sancte Crucis a tempore fundacionis usque ad 
presens tenypus,” which, however, reaches only to Henry the Sixth 
Abbot. The remainder of the volume, which is in a later hand, is 
occupied with Services for Festivals and Fasts, Saints’ Days, Prayers 
for the Scottish Kings up to James I, an Order of Visiting the 
Sick, etc. The two last leaves are occupied with a most interesting 
Inventory of the Vestments and Ornaments of the High Altar and 
Vestibule of the Abbey, written Oct. xm, 1494. The MS. has been 
noticed in the Bannatyne Miscellany, vol. II, and partly copied in 
facsimile ; in Charters of Holyrood (Bannatyne Club), and in Bp. 
Forbes’s Kalendars of Scottish Saints.
